discovered some poor weary 
traveller who has lain down to 
Sleep in the snow, and is dying 
from cold and exhaustion. 

Up rise the monks from their 
cheerful fire, intent to act the good 
Samaritan to the lost one. At 
last they see him; they speak to 
him, but he is dead. They take 
him up and give him remedies; 
hastening to their hostel, they lay 
him by the fire, and warm and 
chafe him, looking into his face 
with kindly anxiety, as much as to 
Say, “Poor creature! art thou 
dead?’”’ When, at last, they _per- 
ceive some heaving of the lungs, 
what joy it is in the breast of 
those brethren as they say, “His 
life is not extinct!” It would be 
a privilege to chafe one hand of 
that poor man, and so help to 
restore him. 

Or, suppose another case: A 
house is in flames, and in it is 
a& woman with her children who 
cannot by any means escape. In 
vain she attempts to come down- 
stairs; the flames prevent her. 
She has lost all presence of mind, 
and knows not how to act. 

A strong man comes and says, 
“Make way! make way! I must 
save that woman!” And cooled 
by the genial streams of benevo- 
lence, he marches through the fire. 
Though scorched and_ almost 
stifled, he gropes his way. He 
ascends one staircase, then an- 
other; and though the stairs 
totter, he places the woman be- 
neath his arms, takes a child on 
his shoulder, and down he comes, 
twice a giant, having more might 


“than he ever possessed before. 


He has jeopardized his life, and 
perhaps an arm may be disabled, 
or a limb taken away, or a sense 
Jost, or an injury irretrievably 
done to his body; yet he claps his 
hands and says, “I have saved 
lives from death!” The crowd in 
the street hail him as a man who 
has been the deliverer of his 
fellow-creatures, honouring him 
more than the monarch who has 
stormed a city, sacked a town, 
and muxgdered myriads.

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CHAPTER III 
THE PROTESTANT PURGATORY 


The word gospel means good 
news, and the very heart of the 
good news Christ brought to man- 
kind was that through faith in 
the atoning death of Christ on the 
cross, the forgiven sinner is freed 
from all condemnation and punish- 
ment due his sins, and because 
he is fully justified by faith apart 
from his own works or merit, at 
the moment of death he enters 
a state of felicity with Christ in 
Heaven. This is the clear, definite, 
and consistent teaching of Holy 
Scripture, as we shall later see, 
and it should be-the natural de- 
sire of every Christian having this 
assurance to pass on this good 
news to those who do not know 
it. 

In this series we are using the 
principle of contrast by which we 
show what a thing is, by showing 
what it is not. The Bible speaks 
of a purgatory, a place of cleans- 
ing from sfn, by which the believer 
is prepared to stand accepted and 
acceptable before God in Heaven. 
Is this the same as the purgatory 
taught by: the church of Rome? 

Consider, then, with an ‘open 
mind the difference between the 
purgatory taught by the Roman 
church and the purgatory of the 
Bible,

Cardinal Gibbons (page 247) de- 
clares, “The Catholic Church 
teaches that, besides a place of 
eternal torments. for the wicked 
and of everlasting rest for. the 
righteous, there exists in the next 
life a middle state of temporary 
punishment allotted for those who 
have died in venial sin, or who 
have not satisfied the justice of 
God for sins already forgiven.” 

The existence of purgatory is a 
dogma of the Roman. Catholic 
faith, binding under pain of darm- 
nation in Hell, and everyone who 
denies __it is anathematized 
(cursed) by the solemn decree of 
the Council of Trent as follows: 

“Tf anyone saith that after 
the gift of justification has 
been received, to every penitent 
sinner the guilt is remitted and 
the debt of eternal punishment 
is blotted out in such a way 
that no debt of temporal-pun- 
ishment. remains to be dis- 
charged either. in this world or 

_ in the next in Purgatory, be- 


dom can be opened to him: let 

him be anathema.” 

But my friend, that which the 
Catholic-church here curses is 
precisely what the Bible does 
teach—that a justified sinner has 
all guilt remitted and all of the 
debt of eternal punishment blotted 
out when he receives Christ as 
sis personal Saviour. That is the 
very heart of the gospel. That is 
exactly what salvation is accord- 
ing to the Scriptures, if not ac- 
cording to the church of Rome. 

Judge for -yourself if the debt 
has not been fully paid by Christ 
when our Lord Himself in the 
Catholic Bible says, “He who 
hears my word and believes him 
who sent me, has life everlasting, 
and does not come to judgment, 
but has passed from death unto 
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“Now when Jesus was born in Bethlehem of Judaea in 
the days of Herod the king, behold, there came wise men 


from the east to Jerusalem .. 


. And when they were come 


into the house, they saw the young child with Mary his 
mother, and fell down, and worshipped him: and when they 
had opened their treasures, they presented unto him gifts; 


gold, and frankincense, and myrrh.” — 


Three hundred miles east of Je- 
rusalem, across the Syrian desert, 
lay ancient Babylon. There, about 
six hundred years before Christ’s 
birth, the Jews had been brought 
as captives by King Nebuchadnez-

zar. Daniel and three other Hebrew 
lads, perhaps of high school or 
college age, took their place after 
proper training and testing among 
the “‘wise men,” the Magi of Baby- 
lon. 


There Daniel rose by virture of 
his character and divinely-given 
wisdom to be successively “ruler 
over the whole province of Baby- 
lon, and chief of the governors 
over all the wise men of Babylon” 
(Dan. 2:48), “the third ruler of 
the kingdom” (Dan. 5:29), under 
Belshazzar, and the first of three 
presidents over 120 princes, gov- 
erning the entire world-wide king- 
dom (Dan. 6:1-3) under King 
Darius, and had great honor, evi- 
dently, under King Cyrus. 

It was in Babylon that Daniel 
wrote the book of prophecies 
known by his name in our Bible. 
Part of the book of Daniel was 
written in the Chaldaic language. 
Daniel’s prominence as a states- 
man under three separate dynas-< 
ties of rulers, and his place as 
chief of the “wise men,” doubtless 
left him an enduring fame among 
all the learned and particularly the 
spiritually-minded and godly-wise 
men who followed Daniel in that 
ancient empire. Already the glory 
of world rule had departed from 
Babylon when Christ was born. It 
had been conquered first by. the 
Medes under Darius, establishing 
the Media-Persian empire. Later 
it was conquered by Alexander the 
Great, and then later still by the 
Roman legions, and Rome ruled 
the world in the days when Christ 
was born. 

But in the East, still, wise men 
sought after God, studied the star-

ry heavens, and doubtless pored, 


over the ancient manuscripts of 
Daniel. From a study of Daniel 
9:24-26, they may well have 
Jearned of the coming Prince, the 
Messiah or King of the Jews, who 
would one-day bring an end to the 
sin and trouble of the Jews, and 
would be anointed the most holy 
King, and reign in Jerusalem. They 
may well have kept careful record 
as the years went by, sixty-nine 
weeks of years, or 483 years, from 
the time the commandment went 
forth in the days of Ezra and 
Nehemiah to rebuild Jerusalem, 
until the coming of the Saviour. 
When the sixty-nine weeks Were 
finished, these watchers saw in the 
heavens—that ‘‘declare the glory 
of God’’—a ‘star! They took this 
star aS a supernatural witness that 
the time was fulfilled, the King 
was born. And so by faith they 
came to Jerusalem, bringing their 
gifts for the new-born King. At 
Jerusalem they learned from the 
Scribes and Pharisees, who knew 
Micah 5:2, that the Saviour must 
be born in Bethlehem, a few miles 
distant. There they went, preceded, 
this last leg of the journey, by the 
star, and found the baby Jesus, 
with His mother Mary. Then they 
opened their treasures, and gave 
gifts to the Lord Jesus Christ. 


They “Opened Their 
Treasures!” 

We suppose that the long, long 
journey these wise men had made 
from the East was over* desert 
sands, through mountain passes, 
and perhaps across the Euphrates 
River, as well as the Jordan. What 
dangers they braved by the way, 
we do not know. But hidden away 
safely each of them carried the 
things they held most dear—treas- 
ures, the best they had, reserved 
for the baby King! They did not 
flip Him a coin of pocket change, 
mor hand Him casually a baby’s 
trinket to play with. There was 
nothing superficial nor casual in 
this meeting! Through long, long 


years their hearts had beat high 


with hope in anticipation of this 
blessed moment. They fell on their 
faces and worshipped Him! Then 
with tears of joy and with trem- 
bling lips, and pulses running wild 
with gladness, their nervous fin- 
gers unlocked. the little cabinets, 
or unwrapped the thongs that 
bound their treasures, and, open- 
ing them, they gave to the Lord 
Jesus Christ the finest of all they 
had! 

Some speak very blandly of ‘“‘the 
Galilean peasant,” or the “prophet 
of Nazareth,” or “the great teach- 
er,” or “the Way-Shower.” People 
call Him exampie, martyr, wise 
man, philosopher, prophet or seer; 
but such terms are but chaff to 
Him who deserves so much more. 
All such half-hearted and imper- 
sonal praise is stinking ointment 
instead of holy incense before Je- 
sus. One rich man so came to Je- 
Sus, calling Him ‘‘Good Master,” 
and He sternly reproved him, say- 
ing, ““‘There is none good but one, 
that is God’ (Matt. 19:17). Je- 
sus js more than a good school- 
master or rabbi; if He is not God, 
then He is not good! 

Just here every reader will do 
well if he probes deep into his own 
heart to see his attitude toward 
Jesus Christ. Only those who come 
with hearts bowed low in worship, 
opening all their treasures, have 
come as the Lord Jesus demands 
that men come. He Himself said, 
“They that worship him [the Fa- 
ther| must worship him in spirit 
and in truth” (John 4:23, 24), and 
Jesus must be approached like the 


Father, with whom He is one 
(John 10:30). ' 

Many a,transaction can be com- 
pleted satisfactorily without open- 
ing one’s treasures. One may drop 
a nickel for a paper or pass a dol- 
lar to the taxi man, or buy an au- 
tomobile or rent a house or play a 
game without ever revealing the 
things held most dear within the 
locked and sealed vaults where, 
treasures are hidden, Doctors com- 
plain that patients often do not 
fully trust them nor reveal the 
details that might show what is 
wrong, praticularly in nervous 
cases. Lawyers make_ speeches, 
politicians pass laws, business men 
make deals, all behind crafty eyes 
and poker faces, with motives hid- 
den. And wives come’ weeping to 
tell me, sometimes, that they are 
Shut out of their husbands’ lives.. 
Men have business dealings, have 


plans, amusements, friendships, 
hopes and aspirations, and even 
loves, of which the wife knows 


nothing. And, God forgive us, 
oftentimes in the churches, there 
are those who take part in religi- 
ous activities and do “church 
work,” but who do not open all 
their treasures to the Lord Jesus 
Christ! 

Not so these wise men. They 
opened their treasures, and gave 
gifts to the Lord Jesus Christ. And 
I beg you today; dear reader, take 
Jesus Christ into the innermost 
secrets of your heart, and lay bare 
your treasures and give Him the 
choicest and best of everything, 
yea, give Him all, and rejoice that 
He deigns to take them. 

One cannot deal with Jesus 
Christ as with ordinary men. One 
must deal with Him as God, as 
Creator, as One who knows all, 
as One who understands all, and, 
as One who loves all. 

If you deal at all with Jesus 
Christ, you” must deal sincerely. 
You cannot deal with Him in 
trifles alone—rather, you must 
deal with Him about eternal veri- 
ties of Heaven and Hell, of life 
and death, and sin, and salvation, 
and immortality. Open to Him the 
treasures of your heart! 

You may go to church and pay 
your tithes, and fast twice a week, 
and pray in public, and live a re- 
spectable and moral life, loved by 
the poor, honored by neighbors, 
trusted by friends, but that does 
not make you a Christian. Only 
when the Lord Jesus Christ deals 
with the treasures of the inner- 
most soul can one claim to be His. 

Every gift the wise men gave 
had a profound meaning. It was 
the Spirit of God who spoke to 
them through the ancient prophecy 
of Daniel. It was the same Spirit 
of God who emboldenéd their faith 
by the witness of the star which 
they saw in the East and later 
over Bethlehem. The angel of the 
Lord guarded them and took them 
safe on their journey to Bethle- 
hem, and then later in a dream 
warned them to return another 
way after they had seen the baby 
Jesus, 


Gold, the Gift for a King 


These wise men came to inquire, 
“Where is he that is born King of 
the Jews? for we have seen his 
star in the east, and are come to 
worship him” (Matt. 2:2). It is 
probable that from Daniel 9:25 
they had read of “the Messiah [or 
anointed |, the Prince.” They came, 
as properly they should have come, 
to seek a future Ruler, One born 
to be a king. We should never 
forget that Jesus was hailed at His 
birth as the King of the Jews, and 
the same label was hung by Pilate 
on His cross when He died, “Jesus 
of Nazareth, the King of the Jews” 
(John 19:19). The prophet Isaiah 
had promised, “Of the increase 
of His government and peace there 
shall be no end, upon the throne 


of David, and upon His kingdom” | 
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(Isaiah 9:7). To Mary the angel 
promised, “The Lord God shall 
give Him the throne of His father 
David, and He shall rule over the 
house of Jacob, and of His King- 
dom there shall be no end.” 


When we deal with Jesus we 
deal with a king. And let us not 
explain away His kingliness by 
making Him simply “the king of 
love” or “king of hearts.” The 
word “king” in the Bible is not 
used im a figurative sense. Jesus 
is to reign literally on this earth. 
For that all .the Christians pray 
in the model prayer, if they take 
to heart the words they utter, 
“Thy kingdom come. Thy will be 
done in earth as it is in heaven” 


(Matt. 6:10). The saints in glory. 


are pictured as saying, “We shall 
reign on the earth’ (Rev. 5:10), 
and these saints, we are told, will 
reign with Christ a_ thousand 
years’ (Rev. 20:4, 5). Christ will 
return to this earth to reign, 
crowned with many crowns, “King 
of Kings and Lord of Lords” (Rev. 
19:11-16). So the wise men, bring- 
ing gifts to “the King of thé Jews,” 
brought gold. 


Gold is the symbol of man’s 
worldly possessions and is there- 
fore fit tribute for a king. The 
chief priests and scribes asked the 
Saviour, “Is it lawful for us to 
give tribute unto Caesar, or no?”’ 
(Luke 20:22), but Jesus pointed to 
the image of Caesar and his super- 
scription On a penny and said, 
“Render therefore unto Caesar the 
things which be Caesar’s and unto 
God the things which be God’s 
(Luke 20:25). Rule and authority 
demand tribute. The Lordship of 
Jesus Christ demands that He be 
worshipped with gifts—gifts of 
money and things as well as the 
intangible and spiritual gifts of 
praise and love. Since Christ is 
the Creator of all things and every 
good and perfect gift comes down 
from above, then to acknowledge 
Christ as Lord means to bring Him 
gifts of gold and silver and prop- 
erty. God put it in the hearts of 
these wise men from the East to 
bring Jesus gold as an example 
for all others who should ever 
claim to worship Jesus Christ. 


Does it seem strange to you that 
of all the gifts here, gold is men- 
tioned first? Why not incense first 
since it pictures prayer and praise, 
teaching the deity of Christ? Why 
not myrrh first since it pictures 
the suffering Saviour and so repre- 
sents the faith that was in the be- 
lieving hearts of these men who 
accepted Christ as their Saviour? 
No, according to God’s plan and 
God’s record gold was offered first. 


‘And throughout the Bible we find 


it true that men who sought God 
brought of the firstlings of their 
flocks as did Abel (Gen. 4:4), or 
like Zacchaeus, who, converted and 
forgiven, I think, before he got 
down out of the tree, said to Jesus, 
“The half of my goods I give to 
the poor; and if I have taken any 
thing from any man by false ac- 
cusation, I restore him fourfold” 
(Luke 19:8). I believe that one 
of the first impulses of a newly 
born-again soul is to give—give of 
money and property to the support 
of .the work of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. ‘ 

Cornelius, .the devout Roman 
centurion who so earnestly sought 
the face of God, gave alms to the 
poor and this pleased the Lord so 
much that it is mentioned even be- 
fore the statement that he “prayed 
to God alway” (Acts 10:2). When 
God sent an angel to _ instruct 
Cornelius where to find Peter who 
would tell him how to be saved, 
the angel said, “Thy prayers and 
thine alms are come up for a me- 
morial before God” (Acts, 10:4, 
31). 

As surely ag the landlord has a 
right to the’rent, or a banker to 
his interest, so the Lord Jesus 
Christ has a right to the gold of 
those who claim to love and wér- 
ship Him. 

Preachers who talk about money 
are often accused of being money- 
minded, and any talk about giving 
of money and property to God is 
offensive to large groups of people 
who call themselves Christians. 
But there was nothing offensive 
in the idea of giving money to 
God in the minds of these wise 
men. When they opened their 
treasures the very first thing was 
to take out gold. What an honor 
that the gold they brought could 
care for the needs of the little fam- 
ily as they fled into Egypt from 
the wrath of Herod! How -they 
must have rejoiced that the first 
little garments the child ever wore, 
perhaps, were bought with~ the 


money they offered so lovingly to 
Jesus, their Saviour and Lord and 
King! How glad they must have 
been to support these, too, who 
cared for Jesus. True worship in- 
volves the giving of,.all we have to 
God, and first of all of our physi- 
cal means. 

Jesus went to church one day 
and, surprising as it may be to 
many, He “sat over against the 
treasury, and beheld how the peo- 
ple cast money into the treasury” 
(Mark 12:41). Jesus watched the 
giving of the people, talked about 
their giving, and drew lessons for 
all to hear. Any preacher who 
does not do the same kind of teach- 
ing is falling short of his duty and 
the pattern set by our Lord Jesus 
Christ. If you, dear r2ader, feel 
that Christian worship is wholly 
a matter of singing and praying 
and things of the heart and none 
at all of money and material 
things, then you need to remem- 
ber that the wise men, really wise 
with the spiritual wisdom given 
from God, gave to Jesus first gold, 
and that Jesus Himself delighted 
to sit by the treasury and watch 
how people gave their gifts. 

Too many people are willing 
enough for Jesus to be God and to 
bring Him incense of praise and 
prayer; too many people are will- 
ing to acknowledge Him as Sav- 
iour, but are not willing to acknow- 
ledge Him as Lord and Master of 
all! Jesus is a King and He has a 
right, He demands to exercise the 
right of full authority over your 
life, your heart, your home, your 
purse and all you have. If you 
would come to Him in worship 
that is acceptable, then open your 
treasures and give Him all He de- 
Sires. Those who give in Jesus’ 
name, like the wise men, worship 
God acceptably. The gold is tribute 
for a king who must reign. 


Frankincense—The Sweet 
Odor of Prayer and 
Praise for Deity . 

Frankincense was the _ second 
gift offered by the wise men to the 
baby Jesus. Frankincense is men- 
tioned in many places in the Old 
Testament. It was one ingredient 
in the sweet perfume or incense 
which was prepared and used only 
in the tabernacle and never for 
private or ordinary use (Exod. 30: 
34-38). The frankincense indicates 
the deity of Jesus Christ. It was 
to be offered in worship only to 
God and never to one simply a 
man. These wise men from the 
East, by faith and spiritual per- 
ception, recognized that Jesus, the 
King of the Jews, was literally the 
Son of God. They must have un- 
derstood His virgin birth. Certainly 
they knew His pre-existence with 
God, that He was the Messiah, 
that He was one with the Father 
and worthy of all the worship and 
praise of the whole human race! 
They had no silly talks about 
Christ as a teacher or example or 
a good man; they instantly ac- 
knowledge that He was their God, 
They may never have read the 
promise of Isaiah 9:6 and 7, “For 
unto us a child is born, unto us a 
son is given: and the government 
shall be upon his shoulder: and 
his name shall be called... The 
mighty God, The everlasting Fa- 
ther...’ But the Holy Spirit that 
made them wise told them that 
Jesus was God. 

So they did not tickle Him un- 


der the chin nor cradle Him in 
their arms. They fell on their 
faces and worshipped Him! The 
incense pictures the prayer and 
praise that is due only to God, the 
God that answers prayer, the God 
who is pure and holy and apart 
from sinful beings. The sweet in- 
cense including frankincense was 
most holy unto God. Exodus 30:37 
and 38 says, 

“And as for the perfume which 
thou shalt make, ye shall not 
make to yourselves according to 
the composition thereof; it shall 
be unto thee holy for the Lord. 
Whosoever shall make like wnto 
that, to smell thereto, shall even 
be cut off from his people.” 

The same Holy Spirit who in- 
spired the Bible, taught the heart 
of these wise men what to bring 
to the baby Jesus. 

Dear reader, God is not con- 
cerned about your pious platitudes 
as you commend the teachings of 
Jesus in the scrmon on the mount. 
He turns His face with disdain 
when you speak of the crucifixion 
as “the martyrdom” of “a good 
man” who “died for his ideals.” 
There is no way under Heaven 
that any man can approach God 
in peace except he come with 
prayer and praise to Jesus Christ 
as One who is very God, Creator, 
Saviour, One to be loved and wor- 
shipped, One who answers prayer, 


One who is worthy of all the 
praises that can fall from human 
lips! 


There are some who study the 
Bible even when they should be on 
their knees in adoration. There 
are some who ask learned ques- 
tions who rather should bow the 
knee in surrender and confession 
before the Lord Jesus as the Mak- 
er of Heaven and earth. The les- 


son the wise men would teach us 
is that we, lke Thomas, should 
fall on our faces and say to Jesus, 
“My Lord and my God” (John 
20:28). 


“Whoso offereth praise glorifieth 
me” said God through the Psalm- 
ist (Psa. 50:23). And David said, 
“T will bless the Lord at all times; 
his praise shall continually be in 
my mouth” (Psa. 34:1). In Psalm 
65:2 the inspired address for God 
is “O thou that hearest prayer, 
unto thee shall all flesh come.” 
And these wise men declared 
plainly by the gifts that. they 
recognized this baby Jesus as the 
eternal God, come in human form 
to be man’s Saviour. 

In Heaven there are “golden 
vials full of odours, which are the 
prayers of saints” (Rev. 5:8). So 
the sweet perfume of frankincense 
offered by these wise men pictures 
the prayer and praise that is due 
God, The wise men, by their gifts, 
acknowledged the deity of Christ, 
and worshipped Him as God, 


Myrrh — the Bitter Spice 
Shows Faith in a Suf- 
fering Saviour 


“Gold and frankincense and 
myrrh” the wise men gave to 
Jesus when they opened their 


treasures and gave Him gifts. As 
the gold pictures tribute to a king 
and the _ frankincense pictures 
prayer and praise to a God, so the 
myrrh represents, we believe, faith 
in Jesus as Saviour, suffering, dy- 
ing, atoning for man’s sin. . 

For myrrh was one of the bitter 
spices used for burying.. We learn

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that when Joseph of Arimathea 
took down the body of Jesus from 
the cross, he and Nicodemus pre- 
pared the body for burial with 
myrrh and aloes. John 19:39 and 
40 says: 

“And there came also Nicode- 
mus, which at the first came to 
Jesus by night, and brought a 
mixture of myrrh and aloes, about 
an hundred pound weight. Then 
took they the body of Jesus, and 
wound it in linen clothes with the 
spices, as the manner of the Jews 
és to bury.” 

Surely myrrh means mourning 
and anointing for the dead. The 
myrrh and aloes are a picture of 
suffering. And these wise men 
were taught by the Holy Spirit 
that Jesus would die for sinners 
and they came trusting Him as 
Saviour. 

The Lord told Moses out in the 
wilderness to prepare a “holy 
anointing oil,” and the first ele- 
ment in this holy ointment was 
myrrh. Exodus 30:22 to 25 tells 
us: 

“Moreover the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, Take thou also un- 
to thee principal spices, of pure 
myrrh five hundred shekels,' and 
of sweet cinnamon half so much, 
even two hundred and fifty shek- 
els, and of sweet calamus two 
hundred and fifty shekels, and of 
cassia five hundred shekels, after 
the shekel of the sanctuary, and of 
oil olive an hin; And thou shalt 
make it an oil of holy ointment, 
an ointment compounded after the

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art of the apothecary; it shall be 
an holy anointing oil.” 


This holy anointing oil was used 
to anoint the tabernacle and the 
ark of the testimony, and other 
things that were pictures and 
types of the coming Saviour, pic- 
tures of atonement for sin by the 
shedding of blood. Myrrh was the 
first spice to be put into this oint- 
ment. So myrrh surely points to a 
Saviour who suffered and died for 
sinners. 


Before the children of Israel 
came out of Egypt they were told 
to kill a passover lamb, one for 
each family. It was to be a male 
lamb, perfect and without blem- 
ish, picturing our dear sinless Sav- 
iour. The blood of this passover 
lamb was to be put upon the door 
and the death angel would pass 
by, seeing the blood upon the door, 
and the firstborn would be spared. 
This passover lamb was to be 
roasted with fire and eaten with 
unleavened bread, ‘‘and with bitter 
herbs they shall eat it” (Exod, 12: 
8). As the passover lamb roasted 
with fire pictured Jesus undergo- 
ing the wrath of God for sin, so 
the bitter herbs picture also the 
sufferings of Christ for sinners. 
We do not know what these bitter 
herbs were but one of them may 
well have been myrrh. 

It certainly seems that the 
myrrh pictured the sufferings of 
our Saviour, vicarious suffering, 
the innocent One atoning for the 
guilty. 

We may well believe that all 
the long journey these wise men 
made from the East through the 
heat of the desert sun, with hearts 
torn between expectant hope and 
anxiety, that each one searched 
his heart. Ah, they were sinners 
as all mankind are sinners, They 
could not have deceived them- 
selves. As they went to seek God 
and His Saviour, the baby Jesus, 
they must surely have been con- 
scious of their guilt and sought 
for some way to forgiveness and 
peace of heart. Very likely already 
God had shown them that He 
loved sinners. Some way the Holy 
Spirit of God taught them that 
this King of the Jews whom they 
sought would also be a Saviour 
from sin. In fact, the only Scrip- 
tures they had in Daniel spoke 
of this Prince who should “finish 
transgressions and make an end 
of sin” (Dan. 9:24). 

So “they somehow realized that 
the one whom they sought would 
be not only a King, not only 
God, but Saviour from sin. With 
trembling faith of children, these 
men with wise hearts, (hearts 
made wise by the teaching of the 
Holy Spirit Himself), they trusted 
themselves, sinners all, to the 
hands of the Saviour they sought. 
And so when they found Him they 
opened their treasures and took 
out the myrrh which pictured His 
sufferings, His atoning death, His 
sacrifice for sinners! 

Oh, that men today were as 
wise as these wise men from the 
East! It would be all in vain to 
come and bring your gold to the 
Lord Jesus Christ and call Him 
King, if there were not a way to 
have sins forgiven. It would be all 
in vain to admit that He was God, 
the Creator, the Giver of every 
good and perfect gift, the God 
who hears prayer, if one could 
not see that He also is the for- 
giver of sins;-God’s atoning sacri- 
fice to make peace with mankind. 
The Lord Jesus is surely King and 
deserves our tribute. He is cer- 
tainly the mighty God and de- 
serves all the praise of our lips 
and all the frankincense of prayer. 
But much more, praise God, He 


is the “one mediator between God, 


and men” (I Tim. 2:5). He is the 
Lamb of God that takes away the 
sin of the world. He is our Pass- 
over sacrificed for us. We are re- 
deemed, not with  corruptible 
things as silver and gold, but with 
the precious blood of Christ. 
Concerning the birth of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, this idea of 
Him as a Saviour was ever the 
most prominent one. The angel 
said to Joseph before His birth, 
‘Thou shalt call his name Jesus: 
for he shall save his people from 
their sins” (Matt, 1:21). His pre- 
cious name, Jesus, means Saviour! 
To the shepherds in the field feed- 
ing their flocks by night, the an- 
gel of God that great night gave 
the glad tidings, “For unto you 
is born this day a SAVIOUR which 
is Christ the Lord.’ It would be 
no good news just that a king was 
born, for kings have been born 
before and never saved a man 
from sin. Even if the angel should 
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announce that God had come down 
to visit men, that would not nec- 
essarily mean peace. God came 
down at mount Sinai and the 
mountain burned with fire and the 
people trembled and Moses him- 
self said, “I did exceedingly fear 
and quake.” The ministration of 
the law was glorious but it was 
a glory that led to death and con- 
demnation, and when God spoke to 
the people it was “thou shalt 
not” all the way through the Ten 
Commandments. 

No, if the baby born that day 
was to be King and worthy of the 
gifts of gold, and was to be Deity 
and worthy of the frankincense 
representing praise and prayer, 
but if He were not to be réally

approach God in peace! 

How well old Simeon Knew this 
as he waited in the temple until 
the baby Jesus was presented and 
then held Him in his arms! And 
then he could say by faith, turn- 
ing to Mary, “Yea, a sword shall 
pierce through thy own soul also” 
(Luke 2:35). He had in mind the 
crucifixion. And God had in mind 
the crucifixion! And the angels 
had in mind the crucifixion! So 
these wise men from~the East 
had in mind the crucifixion, a 
cross, an atonement, a_ sacrifice 
for sin, when they opened their 
treasures and brought out myrrh! 

When Mary of Bethany anointed 
the Saviour with sweet-smelling 
spices and ointment of spikenard, 
He said, “Let her alone: against 
the day of my burying hath she 
kept this’ (John 12:7). 

It is my humble prayer that 
every reader of these lines may, 
with humble and contrite heart, 
look up by faith today to Jesus 
Christ and bring out the myrrh, 
that is, the faith of your sin-weary 
heart and trust Jesus Christ as 
Saviour. Pay Him tribute as King; 
yes, worship Him as God of very 
God, yes, oh yes! He deserves it 
all! But above everything else, 
dear reader, I beg you trust Him 
as your own Saviour dying for sin 
and paying all that sinners were 
ever due to God. Trust Him today 
to be your sacrifice and make your 
peace with the Father. Give Him 
the gold, yes, and the frankincense, 
and above everything else, bring 
Him the myrrh, the faith in His 
dying and loving atonement for 
sin,

It is my earnest prayer that 
every reader of these lines will 
open his treasures and brir& to 
the Lord Jesus Christ all the best 
and sweetest of the things dear 
to Him.

Then will 
you not today with a wise heart, 
a heart wise with the wisdom of 
God, a heart led by the same Holy 
Spirit who prompted these wise 
men as they brought their treas- 
ures — out of such a heart will 
you trust Jesus Christ as your 
Saviour today? 

If you will do so, and how I 
hope you will, won’t you please 
write and let us rejoice together 
in this wonderful Saviour? 

And these wise men “went back 
another way.” I trust that you 
will live a different life from the 
very moment that you with swell- 
ing, glad heart, of faith, bow to 
Jesus as Lord and King, and wor- 
ship Him as God and trust Him 
as Saviour.

Protestant Purgatory

‘life’ (John 5:24). Nothing could 


be plainer. Judgment is past. Yet 
the church of Rome declares that 
those who believe those clear 
words of Christ are to be ac- 
eursed. That is, if you do not be- 
lieve in the Roman purgatory, you 
are consigned to Hell. Only those 
who have turned their backs upon 
the Bible in favor of human dog- 
ma could believe such a thing. 


This doctrine of purgatory is 
based on the division by the Rom- 
an church of punishment for sin 
into eternal punishment (in Hell), 
and temporal punishment (in 
purgatory), as well as a division 
of sin into two classes, venial sin 
and mortal sin. But the Bible 
‘teaches no such division of pun- 
jishment, The whole penalty due 
us for our sin was fully borne by 
Christ at the cross. Jesus Christ, 
by His infinite suffering at Cal- 
vary, paid to the Divine Exche- 
quer all of the sinner’s indebted- 
ness, and there is nothing more 
for us to pay. According to Rom- 
ans 8:1, ‘““‘There is now no condem- 
nation to them that are in Christ 
Jesus.” Rome says there remains 
some condemnation; the Bible says 
there is no condemnation. 


Nor is there any such differ- 
ence between sins as venial and 
mortal. Jesus so taught. He said if 
we broke one commandment we 
were guilty of all (Matt. 5:19). 
James said, “And whosoever 
shall keep the whole law but 
offend in one _ point, is_ be- 
come guilty of all” (Jas. 2:10). 
The Bible makes no such distinc- 
tion between sins as venial and 
mortal. That is simply a human 
invention. In the Bible sin is sin, 
and demands the penalty of death. 
That death penalty was paid by 
the Lord Jesus for us when He 
died on the cross. 


The purgatory of the Roman 
church is declared to be a place 
where the souls suffer from ac- 
tual fire. St. Thomas Aquinas 
teaches that the pains of purga- 
tory are as violent as Hell. Cardi- 
nal Bellarmine declares, “It is the 
same sensible punishment which 
the sinner-ought to have suffered 
in Hell, with the exception of its 
eternity.” Our Sunday Visitor, 
popular Catholic weekly paper, in 
its issue of November 26, 1945, 
put it very luridly as_ follows, 
“Purgatory is real: a suburb of 
Hell . . . the sense pains of Purga- 
tory equal those of Hell. Which 
means the temperature is the 
same in both regions.” 


The Uncertainty and Misery 
of Believing in Purgatory 
Is it any wonder that millions 

of people, born in the Catholic 

church, more familiar with the 

Catholic prayer book than the 

Holy Bible by which they are to 

be judged, 

little of Bible truth and believing 
implicitly the dogmas of their 
church, should live and die in 
fear of death, -tortured by the 
thought of spending an unknown 
number of years in pain and 
anguish in a place after death 
called purgatory?. Tragic indeed 
that millions live in trembling 
servitude to powerless priests in 
their fear of death, when all the 
while there was purchased for 
them free and full deliverance 
from such fear by their God-ap- 
pointed Priest, the Lord Jesus 

Christ, as it is written in the 

Catholic Bible, ‘““Therefore because 

the children are partakers of 

flesh and blood, He also in like 
manner hath-been partaker of the 
same: that, through death, He 
might destroy him who had the 
empire of death, that is to say, 
the devil: and might deliver them 
who through fear of death were 
all their lifetime subject to servi- 

tude” (Heb. 2:14, 15). 

These words describe. the spirit- 
ual state of even devout Catholics 
—“all their lifetime subject to 
servitude,” that is, living in bond- 
age through fear of an imaginary 
purgatory while all the time the 
Bible states that through His sac- 
rificial death and victorious resur- 
rection Jesus Christ delivered be- 
lievers from all such fear. 

A friend of mine, one of the 
many thousands who have left the 
Roman church and found true 
peace in Christ, relates, “Two of 
my relatives died 
months of each other. Mother was 
told that they were in purgatory 
for seven years and the way to get

them out was to light two candles 
before Mass each Sunday and have 
them burn through Mass; drop 
fifty cents in the slot; do this 


faithfully for the seven years, and} 


they would be allowed entrance 
to Heaven,” 


Now how would the priest know 
they would be in purgatory for 
seven years? Is there any Bible 
proof of that? None whatever. 
The fact is the word Purgatory 
is not found in either the Old or 
New Testaments of the Catholic 
Bible. There is one vague refer- 
ence, not to purgatory, but to 
prayer for the dead in the second 
Book of Maccabees which is not 
part of the canonical Scriptures, 
but belongs to the Apocrypha, not 
the Bible. I respectfully ask any 
Catholic reader of this message to 
secure a Catholic Néw Testament, 
read it from cover to cover with 
an open mind’to see what it teach- 
es about such a purgatory as he 
has been taught, and he will find 


-not-the slightest mention of any 


such place. 


This Unscriptural Doctrine of 
Purgatory Dishonors the 
Atoning Death of Christ 


The concept of purgatory as a 
third state of purification and 
preparation for Heaven was first 
presented by Pope Gregory the 
Great in 600 A. D. It was un- 
known in the early centuries of 
Christianity for 600° years. Even 
then it did not become a dogma 
of the Roman church until the 
Council of Florence in 1459, and 
later was confirmed by the Coun- 
cil of Trent in 1548. 


If there is such a place as the 
Catholic purgatory described in 
the Bible, does any intelligent per- 
son believe it would have taken 
the church Fathers 600 years to 
discover it, and another 1,000 
years to confirm it? Clearly and 
indisputably this doctrine, which 
is a fruitful source of revenue for 
the Roman church, is a human in- 
vention, without scriptural sup- 
port. 

The Baltimore Catechism (Rom- 
an Catholic) says, “Purgatory is 
the state in which those suffer for 
a time who die guilty of venial 
sins, or without having satisfied 
for the punishment due to their 
sins.” That is the whole question 
at issue—Does a believing sinner, 
one who has been saved through 
faith in the finished work of 
Christ, have to make satisfaction 
to God for his sins, or has Jesus 
Christ already done that for him? 
Is our forgiveness wrought partly 
by Christ and partly by ourselves? 
Is salvation a gift, or is it partly 
earned? Did Christ atone for all 
of our sins or only for part of 
them, and we atone for the rest? 

This is the real evil of the Rom- 
an doctrine of purgatory. It dis- 
honors the redeeming work of 
Christ who made a complete and 
perfect atonement, and gave to 
God full satisfaction for our sins. 
Rome says Christ forgives the 
guilt of sin but not the penalty 
thereof, which must be atoned for 
in the flames of purgatory. I ask 
you, What kind of forgiveness is 
that? Does God put the punish- 
ment for my sin on Christ, and 
then put it also on .me ‘for the 
same sins? 


The Bible Shows That Christ 
Paid for All Our Sins 


But the best answer to this be- 
littling of the redemptive work of 
Christ is to let the.Word of God 
speak for itself. See if the Bible 
does not declare that Christ gave 
to God full satisfaction for all 
our sins, so that we are forever 
free from its penalty and condem- 
nation. 

Isaiah 43:25 says, “I am, I am 
he that blotteth out thy iniquities 
for my own sake, and will not re- 
member thy. sins.” Rome says 
that God will remember our sins 
even unto purgatory, till they are 
atoned for by our sufferings. God 
Himself declares He will not re- 
member them. 

Romans 4:25 says, ‘“Who 
'‘Christ] was delivered up for our 
sins, and rose again for our justi-+ 
fication.” Here the Bible declares 
our justification was accomplished 
by the death and resurrection of 
Christ. Rome teaches that our 
justification will be accomplished 
only after we suffer in purgatory. 
Thus purgatory makes Christ’s 
work of justification incomplete.

' In I Peter 2:24 we read, ‘‘Who 
himself bore our sins in his body 
on the tree.” Since Christ on the 
cross bore the punishment due my 
sins, will God punish me also in 
purgatory for the same sins? Does 
a just God exact a penalty twice 
for the same sins? o 


Hebrews 10:10 declares, ‘We 
are sanctified through the offer- 
ing of the body of Jesus Christ 
once for all.” Could God Himself 
put it more plainly? Where is the 
need of continued suffering by a 
believer in purgatory, when Christ 
suffered for us once for all? God 
wants us to believe this good news, 
and then live godly lives in grati- 
tude for such a complete salva- 
tion. 


Again, Hebrews 10:14 ‘reads, 
“For by one offering he hath per- 
fected forever-them that are sanc- 
tified.” Here we are told that a 
believing sinner is made _ perfect 
in God’s sight through his faith 
in the sacrificial death of Christ. 
He is perfected at Calvary through 
Christ’s. suffering, not in purga- 
tory through his own suffering. 


Romans 8:33, 34 asks, “Who 
shaH lay anything to the charge 
of God’s elect? It is God that 
justifieth. Who is he that con- 
demneth?” St. Paul here says 
neither man or Satan can lay 
any charge against the soul whom 
God has saved. God is fully satis- 
fied by the work of Christ on the 
cross on our behalf. The repent- 
ant sinner is already justified in 
the sight of God. If the Judge is 
Satisfied, who is the priest that 
condemneth? 


The Purestory of the Bible 


When we turn from contempla- 
tion of the Roman purgatory to 
the purgatory of the Bible, we 
turn from shadow to. sunshine, 
from human invention to divine 
revelation, from error to the pure, 
unsullied truth of God’s Word. 


For there is a purgatory; there 
is a place where sin is purged 
from the soul of every penitent 
sinner, and this truth concerning 
the true purgatory is what every 
true Christian should long to pass 
on to every Catholic friend «he 
knows. 


In the Catholic New Testament 
we read, in Hebrews 1:3, that Je- 
sus Christ, “upholding all things 
by the word of his power, has ef- 
fected man’s purgation from sin 
and has taken his seat at the right 
hand of the majesty on high.” 

Now mark this—by the sacrifice 
of Himself Christ has effected our 
purgation from sin. He has already 
done it. That is what Calvary 
meant—our purgation. And note 
that when He effected our purga- 
tion He sat down, for the work of 
purgation was finished. This is 
glorious good news to every man, 
whether Catholic, Protestant, or 
anything else. 

God’s purgatory is, Calvary’s 
cross. There Christ: purged away 
the sins of every believer. He died 
for our sins before we were born, 
or had ever committed them. Not 
for some of them, but for all. 
And this purging was once for all. 
Thus the Roman Catholic Bible 
itself proves that purgatory is 
past. It says that Christ Himself 
“effected our purgation.” We can- 
not do it by our works during life, 
or by our suffering after death. 

The above passage is not an 
isolated one. Consider Hebrews 
9:13, 14, “For if the blood of bulls 
. sprinkling the 
unclean, sanctifieth to the purify- 
ing of the flesh: How much more 
shall the blood of Christ ... purge 
your conscience from dead works 
to serve the living God?” Here 
again we are told that the blood 
of Christ, shed at Calvary, purged 
our sins. They are not, therefore, 
purged by the flames of an imag- 
inary purgatory. 

Also in I John 1:7 we read, 
“the blood of Jesus Christ his 
Son cleanseth us from all sin.” 
The word cleanse here is the 
Greek word catharizo from which 
we got the English word cathartic 


or purgative. If our sin is cleansed |} 


in Jesus’ blood when we believe, 
it is completely cleansed, effectu- 
ally and forever purged. Let any 
man believe this and he will be 
delivered from the fear of an 
imaginary purgatory. 

‘From these Scriptures we see 
that the sacrifice of the Mass on 
behalf of the believing dead is 
rendered unnecessary since Christ 
has already ‘effected man’s pur- 
gation.” The Roman Catholic

means in the hand of God of 
Saving ‘‘a soul from death,’ and 
hiding a multitude of sins. 

It was Richard Knill, that bless- 
ed missionary of the cross to 
whom I am personally so deeply 
indebted, who said that if there 
were only one unconverted per- 
son in the whole world, and that 
person lived in the wilds of Siberia, 
and if every Christian minister 
and every private believer in the 
world had to make a pilgrimage 
to that spot before that soul 
were brought to Christ, the labour 
would be well expended if that 
one soul were so saved. This is 
putting the truth in a striking 
way, but in a way in which every- 
one who realizes the value of im- 
mortal souls will heartily concur. 


My First Convert 


When I began to preach in the 
little thatched chapel at Water- 
beach, my first concern’ was, 
Would God save any souls through 
me? They called me a ragged- 
headed boy, and I think I was 
just that; I know I wore a jacket. 
After I had preached for some 
little time, I thought, “This gos- 
pel has saved me, but then some- 
body else preached it; will it save 
anybody else now that I preach 
eg 

some Sundays went over and 
I used to say to the deacons, 
“Have you heard of anybody find- 
ing\ the Lord under my ministry? 
Do you know of anyone brought 
to Christ through my preaching?” 
My good old friend and deacon 
said, “I am sure somebody must 
have received the Saviour; I am 
quite certain it is so.” 

“Oh” I answered, “but I want 
to. know it, I want to prove that 
it is so.” 

How my heart leaped for joy 
when I heard tidings of my first 
convert! I could never be satis- 
fied with a full congregation, and 
the kind expressions of friends; 
I longed to hear that hearts had 
been broken, that tears had been 
seen streaming from the eyes of 
penitents. How I did rejoice, as 
one that findeth great spoil, one 
Sunday afternoon when my good 
deacon said to me, “God has set 
His seal on your ministry in this 
place, sir.” Oh, if anybody had 
said to me, “Someone has left 
you twenty thousand pounds,” I 
should not have given a snap of 
my fingers for it, compared with 
the joy which I felt when I was 
told that God had saved a soul 
through my ministry!

I have 
had a great many spiritual chil- 
dren born of the preaching of the 
Word, but I still ‘think that wo- 
man was the best of the lot. At 
least, she did not live long enough 
for me to find many faults in her. 

After a year or two of faithful 
witness-bearing,. she went home, 
to lead the way ‘for a goodly num- 
ber who have followed her. I re- 
member well her being received 
into the church, and dying, and 
going to Heaven. She was the 
first seal to my ministry, and 
a very precious one, No mother 
was ever more full of happiness 
at the sight of her firstborn son. 
Then could I have sung the song 
of the Virgin Mary, for my soul 
did magnify the Lord for all gen- 
erations should call me blessed, 
for so I counted and still count 
the conyersion of one soul.

Spirit, let them rest from their 
labours.” Here God’s Word tells 
us the Christian dead are in a 
state of rest and blessedness after 
death. We have no mention of 
purgatory here. 

The same is true in Philippians 
1:23 where we are told that a 
Christian goes straight to Heaven 
when he dies. It reads, “To depart, 
and to be with Christ... is far 
better.” Our Lord is not in purga- 
tory. He is in Heaven and we go 
to be with Him. There is no men- 
tion of purgatory by the inspired 
apostle. The doctrine is simply a 
human invention to hold people 
who do not know the Bible under 
their power. 

Yet again the whole body of 
believers in Christ is described as, 
“The whole family in heaven and 
earth” (Eph. 3:15). Here is defi- 
nite proof that the Roman purga- 
tory is a myth. The Bible declares 
that the entire family of God, the 
whole universal body of believers, 
is in either one of two places. If 
alive, they are on earth. If dead, 
they are in: Heaven, If there had

been a third place called purga- 
tory, Paul would have told us. 
He said there is no third place. 


Once again the Bible in’ II 
Corinthians 5:8 declares, “Exiled 
from the body ... at home with 
the Lord.” What could be plainer? 
When the believer’s soul leaves 
the body at.death, he is at once 
“present with the Lord” in the 
heavenly home. 

The same truth is declared in 
connection with the thief on the 
cross, Did he go to purgatory when 
he died? Jesus said to him, “Amen 
I say to thee, this day thou shalt 
be with me in paradise’ (Luke 
23:43). How different to be with 
Christ in paradise, than with the 
supposed poor souls in purgatory! 

God’s wonderful plan of -salva- 
tion as set forth in Scripture 
makes unnecessary such a place 
as the Roman purgatory. When 
a man dies he is either a true be- 
liever in Christ, or he is an un- 
believer. He is either saved or lost. 
If he is saved, all his sins have 
been atoned for by Christ and he 
enters Heaven purged from sin 
through faith in the blood of the 
cross. If he is not saved, he enters 
the lost world to await the final 
judgment. We do not offer sacri- 
fices and prayers for our believ- 
ing dead, for they do not “need 
them. And if they die unsaved, our 
prayers cannot change them, for 
the Bible says, “The wrath of 
God abideth upon them.” 

That is why Psalm 49:7, 8 
reads, “No brother can redeem, 
nor shall man redeem, he shall not 
give God his ransom, nor the price 
of redemption of his soul.” The 
hour of death forever fixes the 
eternal destiny of every soul. If 
men and women are ever to be 
saved from the death penalty of 
sin it has to be in this life. The 
prayers of those left behind are 
powerless to change their destiny. 
That is something each person 
has to settle for himself in this 
life. It can be settled by a sim- 
ple faith in the finished Work of 
Christ on the cross. As Ephesians 
2:8, 9 reads in the Catholic Bible, 
“For by grace you are saved 
through faith and not of your- 
selves, for it is the gift of God: 
npt of works, that no man may 
glory.” Ifonly our Catholic friends 
would read the Bible for them- 
selves and by doing so understand

Only a Bible Religion Can 
Be True 


Such, then, is the difference be- 
tween a religion based mostly on 
human tradition and one based 
only on the, Word of God. One is 
a mixture of truth and error; the 
other is New Testament Chris- 
tianity. Is it not evident that 
Roman Catholicism is a perpetu- 
ation of that Judaism which 
Christ so relentlessly opposed? He 
said, “Thus have ye made the 
commandment of Ged of none ef- 
fect by your tradition’ (Matt. 
15:6). Jesus settled His contro- 
versies with these religious leaders 
by quoting Scripture. If it was in 
the Bible, that settled it for Him. 
Don’t you think, reader, that 
should settle it for us? 

The test of Scripture has al- 
ways been the divine test com- 
manded by God to apply to any 
religion. He said in Isaiah 8:20, 
“To the law and to the testimony: 
if they speak not according to 
this word it is because there is 
no truth in them.” Nothing could 
be clearer than that the Bible is 
the testing place, the sole judge,+ 
here and hereafter. 

And our attitude. toward the 
Bible determines whether or not 
we are true disciples of Christ. He 
has said so. He said in John 8:31, 
“If ye continue in my word, then 
are ye my disciples indeed.” I 
have assurance that among the 
Catholic friends who will read this 
message there will be some who 
will be persuaded to read the Bi- 
ble, under the guidance, not of 
Protestants, not of their priests, 
but of the Holy Spirit.

Hear the Testimony of a 
Priest Wh» Listened 
to the Bible 


Fr. Joseph Zacchello was one of 
the priests at the Church of Bless- 
ed Mother Cabrini in Chicago. He 
was a hard working priest, studi- 
ous and sincere. He never ques- 
tioned if his sermong or instruc- 
tions were according to the Bible. 
He said, “My only work and am- 
bition was to please my pope.’ 
Then something happened _ to 
change his whole life. I-will let 
him tell it in his own words: 


“It was on a Sunday, Feb- 
ruary 1944, when I turned on 
the radio and accidentally tuned 
in on a Protestant church pro- 
gram. The pastor was giving his 
message. I was going to change 
the program because I was not 
to listen to Protestant sermons, 
but interested, I do not know 
why, I kept listening. 

“My old theology was shaken 
by one text from the Bible: 
‘Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ and thou shalt be saved.’ 
Therefore, it is not a sin against 
the Holy Spirit to believe that 
one is saved. 

“I was not yet converted, but 
my mind was full of doubts 
about the Roman religion. I 
was beginning to worry about 
the teachings of the Bible more 
than about the dogma and de- 
crees of my pope. People were 
giving me, every day, a generous 
offering for thirty minutes of 
ceremony called Mass, because 
I promised them to relieve the 
souls of their relatives from the 
fires of purgatory. But every 
time I looked at the big cruci- 
fix upon the altar it seemed to 
me that Christ was rebuking 
me, saying, ‘You are stealing 
money from poor, hard-working 
people by false promises, You 
teach doctrines against my 
teaching. Souls of believers do 
not go to a place of torment, 
because I have said, “Blessed 
are the dead who die in the 
Lord, from henceforth now saith 
the Spirit, that they may rest 
from their labours” (Rev. 14: 
13). I do not need a repetition 
of the sacrifices of the cross 
because my sacrifice was com- 
plete. My work of salvation was 
perfect and God has sanctioned 
it by raising Me from the dead. 
“For by one offering He has 
perfected forever those who are 
sanctified” (Heb. 10:14). If you 
priests and the pope have the 
power of liberating souls from

“I could no longer face the 
Christ on the altar. When I 
was preaching that the pope is 
the vicar of Christ, the succes- 
sor of Peter, the infallible rock 
upon which.

ect or authoritative? But if it is 
- ‘ga popular weekly or monthly mag- 
azine, subscribed for by tens of 
thousands of others, it ought to 
be worthy of reading. For exam- 
ple, modernists read THE SWORD 
OF THE LorD though they do not 
agree with it. They believe it is 
a representative spokesman for 
Bible believers. Catholic readers 
read THE SworD OF THE LorD be- 
cause it does not picture some 
denomination trying to make 
proselytes, but evangelical Chris-

2. The material “ught to be 
evangelical Bible preaching and 
soul-winning material.

A lost man 
may not read one issue, but 
eventually he will read something 
of interest. He may not be inter- 
ested in history, but he may he 


interested in the scientific refer- 
ences. He may not be interested in 
a sermon on the blood of Christ, 
but he may be interested in the 
straightforward attack on sin, an 
appeal to the conscience. 

So THE SWORD OF THE LORD, 
coming weekly for a year, bring- 
ing 140 or 150 sermons in a year, 
many of them by the best known 
preachers of this generation and 
the generations past, and always 
one of them to the unsaved, is 
ideally suited for this work.
